tions  previously  performed  by  l'f  agencies  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  it 
will  be  a  little  while  before  streamlining  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
activities  involved  can  be  completely  effective.    He  offered  the  following 
general  summary  of  the  recent  USDA  consolidation. 

Principal  aim  of  the  new  organization  is  to  centralize  responsibility  for 
USDA  farmer  programs  and  actions  affecting  the  production,  price,  and  marketing 
of  farm  products.    In  the  future,  farmers  will  deal  with  only  a  single  adminis- 
trative office  on  these  matters          the  county  office  of  their  Agricultural  Con- 
servation (AAA)  Committee.    The  Secretary  believes  that  centralization  of  produc- 
tion, price,  and  marketing  programs  will  be  helpful  to  farmers  in  the.  postwar 
months  when  the  Government  carries  out  its  price  support  commitments  for  many 
farm  products. 

Among  the  agencies  consolidated  into  the  new  Production  and  Marketing  Admin- 
istration are  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Agency,  the  operating  offices  of  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Corporation,  and  several 
other  offices  dealing  with  production  planning,  prices,  and  purchasing  programs. 
Eventually,  all  the  State  and  district  field  offices  of  the  AAA,  the  Office  of 
Supply,  and  certain  workers  of  the  Office  of  Marketing  Services  will  be  combined 
into  single  State  offices  under  State  directors  of  field  services  for  the  USDA 
Production  and  Marketing  Administration, 


Mr.  Hemphill  said  that,  since  the  new  farm  service  setup  consolidates  func- 


N,  E.  Dodd,  Oregon  farmer  who  has  been  chief  of  AAA  since  194-3  and  director 
of  AAA's  Western  Division  before  that  time,  becomes  director  of  the  new  Field 
Service  Branch  in  Washington.    This  branch  will  (1)  draw  up  and  administer  agri- 
cultural conservation  and  crop  insurance  programs*   (2)  exercise  general  super- 
vision over  State  field  service  offices;  and  (3)  carry  out  to  the  counties  pro- 
grams dealing  directly  with  farmers. 

The  reorganisation  announced  by  the  Secretary  is  strictly  administrative. 
It  does  not  affect  farm  legislation,  such  as  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic 
Allotment  Act  and  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938  which  are  still  on  the 
books  to  help  farmers  deal  with  national  problems. 

Undersecretary  of  Agriculture  J.  B.  Hut son  is  administrator  of  the  Produc- 
tion and  Marketing  Administration.    Such  Department  of  agriculture  agencies  as 
the  Extension  Service,  the  Soil  Conservation  Service,  the  Farm  Credit  Adminis- 
tration, the  Farm  Security  Administration,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics, 
the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations,  the  Agricultural  Research  Adminis- 
tration, and  the  Rural  Electrification  Administration  are  not  affected  by  this 
r e  o  rgan  i  zat  ion . 

ENC OURAGIHG  FACTORS  FOR  FARIUNC-'S  FUTURE 
Improved  international  cooperation  and  the  determination  to  make  pur  pro- 
ductive power  serve  us  as  advantageously  in  peace  as  in  war  are  regarded  by 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  Clinton  Anderson  as  two  very  encouraging  factors  in 
the  postwar  outlook  for  agriculture . 

"The  world  ahead  is  not  the  same  world  that  existed  after  World  War  I,  or 
even  just  before  World  War  II,"  he  observes*   iMWe  have  greater  agreement,  and 
respect,  and  understanding  among  the  world's  leaders  than  ever  before.  The 
Organization  of  the  United  Nations  is  immeasurably  better  than  the  old  league 
of  Nations  because  this  time  the  great  powers  belong  to  it.    The  world-wide  food 
and  agricultural  organization  holds  the  possibility  of  international  trade  on  a 
new  basis," 


At  home,  ho  sees  bright  promise  in  the  determination  to  achieve  full  employ- 
ment.   "We  have  seen  during  these  war  years  "what  a  veritable  gold  mine  is  ours 
in  this  country  if  only  r.re  can  harness  our  magnificent  productive  power ,"  the 
new  USDA  leader  points  out.    ""We  have  here  the  greatest  machine  for  human  better- 
ment the  world  has  ever  seen.    But  we  must  use  it.    7,Te  can't  afford  to  let  it 
stand  idle  as  it  did  in  the  depression.    TTe  must  work  this  gold  mine  for  our  own 
good  and  the  good  of  all  good  men.    And  we  must  distribute  the  products  of  our 
labor." 

CURRENT  SITUATION  Oil  FARM  SUPPLIES 
The  end  of  the  war  mil  make  the  farmer's  job  of  food  production  easier. 
Demands  for  food  are  still  high,  but  there  will  be  more  irachinery  and  ec^uipment 
to  help  on  the  farm.    Some  of  the  help  will  be  immediate,  and  some  will  be  felt 
more  gradually  as  the  wheels  of  industry  are  reconverted  to  peacetime  production. 

The  overall  picture  can  be  summarized  as  follows:    VJpB  has  released  all 
restrictions  on  the  sale  of  crawler  tractors,  and  anyone  who  can  find  a  tractor 
can  buy  one-s-T-. -.Restrictions  were  also  lifted  on  drag  lines  and  motor  graders.... 
Trucks  probably  will  remain  on  the  ration  list  for  at  least  90  days . . . .Truck 
tires  and  passenger  tires  probably  will  be  rationed  for  at  least  another  90  days, 
or  perhaps  longer. .. .Restriction  on  the  sale  of  tractor  tires  and  farm  implement 
tires  has  already  been  lifted. ...Military  needs  for  hand  tools  have  dropped 
sharply  with  the  end  of  the  war,  and  production  is  at  a  relatively  high  level. 
Since  farm  requirements  are  the  principal  ones  on  the  civilian  list,  farmers  can 
expect  the  supply  to  improve  immediately. , ..Regulation  of  the  distribution  of  cop- 
per wire  may  be  lifted  by  the  end  of  September. .. .Limitations  on  farm  construction 
can  be  expected  to  be  ended  soon  but  stocks  of  lumber  will  improve  only  gradually, 
with  a  nearly  ample  supply  expected  by  next  spring. .. .The  production  of  fencing  — 
both  barbed  wire  and  woven  wire  -  should  continue  at  a  high  rate  with  more  on  the 
market  in  a  few  weeks. ...  .Metal  roofing  materials  should  improve  in  supply  in  the 


next  few  months,... Electric  motors  for  fanners  are  expected  to  be  more  plentiful 
in  the  immediate  future. . ..Internal  combustion  engines  should  be  off  the  restrict- 
ed list  by  the  end  of  September.   

RECONVERSION  DIRECTOR  SEES  BIG  FOOD  DEMAND 

In  general,  there  will  be  need  for  abundant  farm  production  in  194.6,  John 
Mm  Snyder,  Director  of  T7ar  Mobilization  and  Reconversion,  believes,    TJhile  the 
demands  for  some  commodities  will  change,  the  total  food  requirements  from  U#  S. 
production  will  continue  to  be  very  large,  he  pointed  out  in  his  reconversion 
report  to  President  Truman.    "There  can  be  no  slacking  now  on  the  farm  front," 
Snyder  concluded,  pointing  out  that  farmers  can  expect  more  machinery  and  equip- 
ment in  the  near  future  • 

FEED  GRAIN  SUPPLY  ESTIMATED  SMALLER 

Farmers  may  need  to  figure  the  coming  year's  livestock  production  programs 
on  a  slightly  smaller  feed  grain  supply.    Mith  the  1945  corn  crop  the  determining 
factor,  August  1  estimates  indicate  that  this  year's  production  of  the  four 
principal  grains  —  corn,  oats,  barley,  and  grain  sorghums  —  will  be  about  6 
percent  less  than  last  year*    Hoi/ever,  with  an  increase  in  cat  production,  plus 
a  larger  carry-over  of  corn,  oats,  and  barley,  the  total  feed  grain  supply  is 
expected  to  be  less  than  2  percent  under  a  year  ago.    In  the  western  States  the 
supply  is  down  8  percent,  but  carry-over  of  oats,  corn,  and  barley  is  higher 
and  requirements  may  be  slightly  lower. 
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
